‘I WISH I HAD DIED’ 


Court hears harrowing account of pensioner raped in 





An elderly victim of a violent rape 
told police officers she wished she 
could have died during the attack, a 
court has heard. 

Robert Richards, 22, from Pear Tree 
Close, Chessington, is standing trial 
at Kingston Crown Court accused of 
raping and strangling the woman in 
her home on October 23 last year. 

He denies rape, attempted rape, at¬ 
tempted murder and causing 
grievous bodily harm. 

The woman, who is in her 70s, gave 


evidence behind a screen last Thurs¬ 
day, as an hour-long recording of her 
first police interview was played to 
the court. 

It was recorded in St George’s Hos¬ 
pital’s high dependency unit, five 
days after the brutal attack left her 
with multiple serious injuries. 

Jurors listened to the recording, 
where the woman broke down in 
sobs as she described her ordeal. 

She said in the recording: “I re¬ 
member thinking if only I could have 
died when he rushed me and jumped 
on my back - how much better off I 
would have been. 

“I was screaming with the agony as 
much as anything as the horror. It 


was horrible. 

“He was getting more and more in¬ 
furiated, but I could not stop scream¬ 
ing as long as I got the chance 
because how could you not scream? 
I’m entitled to scream.” 

Earlier in the interview she de¬ 
scribed how her attacker had pulled 
down her pyjama bottoms and was 
wearing a condom as he attempted to 
rape her. 

She said: “I was begging him to 
leave me alone. He was wearing a 
condom so the whole thing was 
planned.” 

The woman said she was unsure 
whether she lost consciousness dur¬ 
ing the attack, but admitted there 


were times when she could not 
breathe as the attacker had covered 
her mouth and tried to strangle her. 

She said: “I don’t know how I am 
alive.” 

The woman also repeated words al¬ 
legedly said by the attacker. 

She said the attacker said: “I’ll 
f***ng kill you if you don’t stop 
pulling my hands away. I’ll f***ing 
kill you and I’ll f***ing hurt you.” 

She added: “And he hurt me 
anyway.” 

In the interview, the woman said 
her ordeal only ended when she re¬ 
peatedly smashed a lamp against a 
wall to get a neighbour’s attention. 

She was treated for a broken jaw, a

bleed on the brain, a fracture below 
the eye, a broken hip, several frac¬ 
tured vertebrae and 10 broken ribs. 

She required two separate opera¬ 
tions, one to repair her hip and the 
other to mend her jaw. 

The court previously heard how 
police had found blood stains on a 
pair of tracksuit bottoms Mr 
Richards wore to work matching the 
blood of the victim. 

The jury heard that Mr Richards 
told police officers following his ar¬ 
rest that he found the tracksuit bot¬ 
toms while on the way to the bus 
stop, and put them on because it was 
raining. 

The trial continues.

Kingston’s new Conservative 
council leader has said the 
Rose Theatre “has to learn to 
stand on its own feet” in¬ 
stead of relying on council 
funding. 

Former Rose artistic direc¬ 
tor Stephen Unwin tweeted 
during last week’s election 
count: “God help the Rose if 
the Tories win!” 

Defeated Liberal Democrat 
leader Liz Green also 
claimed the Rose was now 
under threat. 

Councillor Kevin Davis, 
who was chosen after the 
party’s win, said Kingston 
Council had already left the 
Rose “quite a big legacy” - 
which amounts to £500,000 


a year until 2016. 

He said: “I’m not a believer 
in never-ending subsidies for 
things. It has to learn to 
stand on its own feet. 

“The Rose Theatre’s des¬ 
tiny is in its hands. 

“The direction that the 
leadership of the Rose is 
taking is probably the right 
direction. 

“I don’t expect to be break¬ 
ing any existing contracts. I 
want the Rose to survive and 
thrive. I’m a great fan of the 
arts and I think they have 
got an enormous amount to 
give to the culture of 
Kingston. 

“I would be very worried 
about the Rose being seen as 
the only artistic and cultural 
aspect of Kingston. We have 
taken no decisions about 
that.” 

Coun Davis has returned to 


the council after losing his 
seat in 2006. Since then he 
has run for Parliament both 
in Kingston and Yeovil, 
where he also campaigned 
for Conservative council 
hopefuls, and contributed to 
London Mayor Boris John¬ 
son’s 2012 campaign. 

The Kingston Theatre 
Trust posted a loss of more 
than £200,000 in its 2012-13 
accounts, partly due to poor 
ticket sales. 

But chief executive Robert 
O’Dowd said the 2013-14 
figures looked “considerably 
better”, and that he agreed 
with Coun Davis the Rose 
Theatre ought to become 
more free-standing. 

He said: “That’s the remit I 
was given by the board. 
We’re on the right trajectory. 

“I’m very excited about 
sitting down with the new 


administration to under¬ 
stand what that means fully, 
over the coming years.” 

Lib Dem opposition leader 
Coun Liz Green said: “The 
minute they won, the Rose 
was under threat in my 
mind. 

“[Coun Davis] has been off 
the council for eight years. 
Has he read the new deal? I 
think we get a lot out of hav¬ 
ing it there. 

“In terms of the economy 
of the town centre it’s vitally 
important.” 

Kingston Council has a ser¬ 
vice-level agreement with 
the Rose, as opposed to a 
straight subsidy, which 
means it expects certain ser¬ 
vices and results in ex¬ 
change for its cash.

Mystery message names Kingston Hill as Derby winner 

Wishing well predicts 
race’s king of the hill

The winner of this year’s Derby 
will be... Kingston Hill, according 
to the mystery tipster who has 
written the horse’s name on a 
wishing well. 

The name has appeared 
scrawled in chalk in a pub garden 
near the racecourse on Epsom 
Downs, just days before the race. 

And punters may do well to 
take heed - the Amato Inn pub is 
legendary for the predictions of 
Derby winners that have appeared 
every year since the mid-19th 
century. 

Its pick came sixth in 2012 and 
third in 2011, but back in 2009 the 


winning horse was correctly 
identified for the eighth time in 
the preceding 12 years. 

Racing Post Trophy winner 
Kingston Hill was the race’s third 
favourite, as we went to press. 

His jockey, Andrea Atzeni, said: 
“The horse has certainly got a 
great chance. He had a good run in 
the Guineas, and the step up in 
trip will suit him.” 

It is a new landlord’s first Derby 
at the helm of the pub, in Chalk 
Lane, and he is hoping the wishing 
well’s magic works again this 
year. 

John Ward spent a decade work¬ 
ing as head chef at the Epsom 
Downs racecourse and he is famil¬ 
iar with the legend. 

He said: “I’ve been told that 


people flock from all over the 
world to find out which horse the 
wishing well has predicted will 
win. This will be my first Derby at 
the pub, although having previ¬ 
ously worked at the racecourse 
I’ve been involved with horses for 
many years. 

“We’ve had the well tidied up by 
the local garden centre and wel¬ 
come people to come and enjoy a 
drink and take a look, fingers 
crossed that Kingston Hill can 
prove that the well’s magic is still 
working on Saturday.” 

The pub has been known as the 
Amato ever since the horse of that 
name won the Derby in 1838. 

Its walls are adorned with horse¬ 
shoes representing Derby winners 
down the years.

The wife of a convicted Worcester 
Park paedophile will join her hus¬ 
band behind bars after she was 
found guilty of trying to mislead 
police investigating him. 

Mother-of-five Wendy Hopkins, 
60, was jailed at Kingston Crown 
Court for 12 months for perverting 
the course of justice by tampering 
with statements about her hus¬ 
band in September 2010. 

Judge Susan Tapping said Mrs 
Hopkins was unwilling to hear al¬ 
legations against her husband, 
Michael. 

He was jailed in October for 
eight-and-a-half years for a string 
of attacks on girls as young as six. 

She said: “I have no doubt that 
these serious allegations were a 
complete bombshell to you. 

“You are one of countless 
women who love and trust a man. 

“These men are skilled at hiding 
their offending.” 

Defence counsel Marcus Fletch¬ 
er said: “This is a woman that has 
been married for 20 years. 

“When partners feel very, very 
much in love, that love can blind 


partners - that’s what’s happened 
in this case.” 

He said Mrs Hopkins, of Church 
Road, Worcester Park, was a 
“woman of exemplary character” 
who “has worked her whole life”. 

But he conceded: “This offence 
strikes at the heart of the criminal 
justice system - and she knows 
that.” 

The jury had retired for three 
hours and 27 minutes before re¬ 
turning with a 10 to two majority 
verdict. 


Mrs Hopkins, who works as a 
customer services supervisor at 
Interval International in Raynes 
Park, cupped her shaking hands 
as she was told she would go to 
prison on Wednesday, May 28. 

Judge Tapping said: “The ma¬ 
nipulation of evidence is very seri¬ 
ous indeed. 

“This offence is too serious to 
drop. 

“Custody is the only possible 
sentence to reflect the gravity of 
what you did.”

Warsame killer Jailed

The killer of Warsame Warsame 
has been sentenced to four-and-a- 
half years in prison. 

Rhys Stacey Parchment, 25, 
from Wallington, was jailed on 
Thursday last week after being 
found guilty of manslaughter fol¬ 
lowing a two-week trial at Black- 
friars Crown Court. 

YMCA Surbiton resident Mr 
Warsame, 24, died from a fatal 
bleed on the brain, two days after 
he was punched twice in the head 
by Stacey Parchment on board a 
train between Raynes Park and 
Wimbledon on March 2,2013. 

The court heard how Mr 
Warsame, who had a history of 
mental health problems follow¬ 
ing an assault in a nightclub in 
2007, had said “wagwan” to 
Stacey Parchment shortly before 
the graphic designer got up from 
his seat and attacked him. 

At his sentencing last week, 
both the prosecution and defence 
counsel described Stacey Parch¬ 
ment as a man of “manifest good 
character”, whose actions that 
day were entirely out of keeping 
with his personality. 

Judge Adrian Marron said the 
sight of someone like Stacey 
Parchment in the dock was “a 
tragedy”. 



Although the jury rejected 
Stacey Parchment’s claims that 
Mr Warsame tried to steal his 
phone, John Coffey, defending, 
questioned whether the assault 
could be called “unprovoked”. 

Addressing Judge Marron, Mr 
Coffey said: “Your honour, you 
heard the evidence, but if I may 
say so it seems extremely unlike¬ 
ly that this defendant simply got 
up out of his seat and struck the 
deceased for the sake of it.” 

He also said that his client, who 
was due to get married, would 
have to put his life and career “on 
hold” while serving his sentence. 

Sentencing Stacey Parchment, 
Judge Marron said: “It is clear 


from the evidence presented to 
the jury at your trial that you are 
a highly regarded individual, not 
just by your family and friends, 
but also by those who employ you 
and those who are responsible 
for your education. 

“Quite simply, as everyone re¬ 
alises, seeing you in the dock is 
nothing less than a tragedy. 

“But you are responsible for the 
unlawful killing of Warsame 
Warsame. 

“He was a young man who was 
plagued by difficulties, both 
physical and mental. 

“He had suffered a very 
serious assault once before, 
which caused brain damage, and 
almost certainly was responsible 
for some of the bizarre behaviour 
he engaged in.” 

But Judge Marron said he be¬ 
lieved Mr Warsame was doing no 
more than “muttering” to him¬ 
self as he walked through the 
train, and that his “wagwan” 
greeting to Stacey Parchment 
was “an innocuous comment”. 

He said: “Your response to that 
was totally disproportionate. 

“You were much bigger than 
him, you aggressively confronted 
him, removed the bag from your 
shoulder, toyed with him, he cov¬ 
ered his face in order to protect 
himself and then you delivered 
two very significant blows, which 
knocked him to the ground, caus¬ 
ing these catastrophic injuries, 
which took his life.”

SHOWER POWER 


“Bathrooms sell houses,” 
says Bill Spreckley of Stacks 
Property Search. “It is re¬ 
markable that something that 
can so easily be changed can 
have such a positive or nega¬ 
tive effect on a buyer, but it re¬ 
ally is the case.” 

Making some changes to 
your bathroom needn’t be a 
vastly expensive outlay, but if 
you are prepared to invest in 
one of the most important 
rooms in any property then it 
can prove attractive to buyers. 

“First up - how many?” says 
Bill. “The quick answer is that 
one just isn’t enough.

Caught on camera 

A motorist on the M25 at Swanley 
holds the record for the highest 
speed clocked by a speed camera in 
England and Wales between April 
2013 and May 2014. 

The 149mph figure was revealed 
following freedom of information 
requests to 39 police authorities by 
the 1AM (Institute of Advanced 
Motorists). Eighty-five per cent of 
police authorities responded. 

Other findings include: 

• The highest speed recorded on 
30mph road was 96mph on the 
B1288, on Learn Lane, Gateshead 

• The highest speed recorded on a 
50mph road was on the A414 
Stanstead Abbotts, Hertfordshire, 
where a motorist clocked 119 mph 

1AM chief executive Simon best 
said: “Speed limits are a limit. They 
are not a target to beat. We all 
share the roads with these speeding 
drivers and the government must 
crack down on them with more 
consistent penalties and tougher 
measures to break their addiction 
for speed. The current guidelines on 
sentencing for excessive speeding 
offences are out of sync with 
modern roads, modern vehicles and 
society’s view of the value of lives 
lost in crashes.

Less haste more speed? 


A headlong rush 
towards blanket 
20mph zones in 
many UK towns and 
cities needs to slow 
down and take into 
account the views 
of residents, 
according to a new survey. 

More than two-thirds of AA 
members want a say before a 
20mph speed limit is imposed 
along their street. More than half 
(55 per cent) also want to give their 
opinion on the setting of 20mph 
zones that may affect their travel 
through their local area. 

An AA-Populus survey of 24,351 
members of the breakdown service 
shows that, if a 20mph speed limit 
is set along a road, support for 
speed camera enforcement is 
evenly split between those who 
agree (41 per cent) and those who 
disagree (38 per cent). 

Targeted speed camera 
enforcement, when and where a 
specific problem emerges, receives 
much greater support (61 per cent). 

“The AA supports the setting up 
of 20mph speed limits where 



residents along 
those roads want 
them,” said Edmund 
King, the AA’s 
president. “The 
need for local 
democratic 
approval, at street 
level, is clearly affirmed by this AA 
Populus panel survey. 
Neighbourhoods face differing 
challenges from traffic: some may 
need to slow down their own 
residents and reduce the risk of 
accidents, others have a ‘rat¬ 
running’ problem that a 20mph 
speed limit on its own won’t 
address. If a blanket 20mph zone 
sets main roads at the lower speed, 
the incentive to stick to main 
routes and not take a short cut 
along residential streets is lost.” 

Use of speed-indicating signs 
may help to educate and familiarise 
drivers with the lower speeds, or 
mobile speed cameras, and proven 
urban road engineering features 
may also influence behaviour- 
while deterring rat-running, or 
mobile speed cameras, added 
Mr King.
